JEIFFERSON CITY — About $20 million 
in state water pollution control bonds 
should be released soon with the sig nature 
of Gov . Warren E. Heames to a bill passed 
Monday by the Hou%. 


The money will prov ide the state’s 25 per 
cent share of financing such pollution 
control sy stems as sewag e treatment 
plants, including Sedalia's Southwest 
Sewag e Lag oon, which has been stalled for 
some time by lack of state funds. 
The local g ov ernment puts up 20 per cent 
of the cost of such projects and the federal 
g ov ernment 55 per cent. ToUl cost of the 
local effort is $1,256,000, which would 
translate into about $300,000 in state 
matching funds. 


The $20 million in bonds comes from the 
$150 million bond issue authorisation 
approv ed by v oters last fall. Heames 
pushed for such a v ote, and his approv al of 
the measure appears academic. 


In a related dev elopment, the reg ional 
office of Env ironmental Protection Ag ency 
in Kansas Gty reported Tuesday it had 
receiv ed the city ’s plans and specifications 
for the project March 9 and should hav e a 
comment on those plans by March 24. 
An official at the EPA office said the city 
would formally respond to the comments 
before a final approv al or disapprov al of 
the plans is nuKle. As soon as the plans are 
approv ed, the EPA official said, the city 
could adv ertise for bids which must be let 
by May 1 if the project is to receiv e ab(wt 


$690,000 in federal matching funds this 
y ear. 
Both May or Jerry Jones and City 
Eng ineer Robert Cunning ham hav e said an 
ex tension (m the deadline could probably 
be obtained because sev eral delay s in the 
project hav e been caused by state financial 
difficulties. 
In mid-February the EPA partially 
approv ed Sedalia’s req uest for federal 
matching funds for tli project, which 
includes 18 and sev en acre lag oons near the 
present Sedalia Water Works, but withheld 
about 10 per cent of the toUl amount 
because it was not known that the city 
belong s to a reg ional planning commission.

Hussein Reports Accord 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — Iraq i radio 
reported today King Hussein of Jordan has 
reached a peace ag reement with Israel that 
would turn the occupied West Bank into 
an autonomous Palestinian state federated 
with Jordan. 
The roy al palace in Amman announced 
earlier that Hussein will make a statement 
of “tremendous importance’’ Wednesday 
concerning the West Bank reg ion, seized 
from Jordan during the 1967 Middle East 
war. 
Speculation in Beirut, the Lebanese 
capital, was that the king ’s announcement 
would be an offer, not an ag reed settle­ 
ment. 


The Iraq i broadcast said the ag reement 
prov ides that the occupied territory on the 
West Bank of the Jordan Riv er and the 
Gaza Strip which E^gy pt occupied before 
the war will become an autonomous 
Palestinian state federated with Jordan in 
a United Arab King dom under Hussein’s 
Hashimite throne. 
The old Arab q uarter of Jerusalem or 
part of it is to be the capital of the new 
Palestinian state, Bag hdad Radio said. But 
Israel’s leaders hav e said repeatedly 
Jerusatem is now a united city under 
Israeli rule and will nev er be div ided ag ain. 
A dispatch from Amman said details of a 
broad new plan aimed at breaking the 
Mitchell In Denial 
Of ITT Involvement 


WASHINGTON t AT) - Fonhfer Atty . 
Gen. John N. Mitchell testified under oath 
today that he was not inv olv ed in the 
settlement of an antitrust case ag ainst the 
International Telephone & Teleg raph 
Corp. And, he said, he did not participate 
in the neg otiations for nex t summer’s 
Republican National Conv enti<m. 
Mitchell, now head of President Nix on’s 
re-election bid, addressed himself “to the 
three points which relate to my rela­ 
tionship or my nonrelationship—to the 
subject matter’’ of the current hearing 
before the Senate Judiciary Committee. 
The hearing sprang from charg es by 
columnist Jack Anderson that Justice 
Department officials were g uilty of impro­ 
prieties in the handling of the ITT case. 
Anderson published a memo by an ITT 
lobby ist linking the ITT settlement with a 
purported ITT commitment of $400,000 to 
underwrite the GOP conv ention. 
Mitchell prev iously had issued two 
statements which dealt with the three 
points. 
The first point pertained to the litig ation 
started by the Justice Department’s 
Antitrust Div ision when he was attorney 
g eneral, ag ainst ITT. 
Mitchell said when the first of the three 
suits in the case reached the stag e for 
consideration by the attorney g eneral in 
April 1969, “I disq ualified my self on the 
•g rounds that my former law firm had done 
leg al work for one of ITTs subsidiaries ’’ 
After that date, MitcheU said. aU matters 
pertaining to the ITT suit rested in the 
hands of Richard G. Kleindienst, deputy 
attorney g eneral, and Richard McLaren, 
assistant atton^ g eneral in charg e of the 
Antitrust Div ision. 
“I did not communicate with them,” he 


said. “They did not communicate with me. 
I was not informed of the prog ress of the 
litig ation or neg otiation between the 
department and ITT. 
The second point he made had to do with 
his contacts with representativ es of ITT. 
“At no time hav e I talked to any 
representativ e of ITT or any of its 
subsidiaries concerning the litig ation or 
the settlement neg otiations,” he said. 
He said that baaed on the records of his 
office he had contact with three ITT repre­ 
sentativ es—Harold Geneen, ITT president; 
Felix Rohaty n, and Mrs. Dita Beard, ITTs 
Washing ton lobby ist. 
MitcheU said he met with Geneen twice, 
once at a social dinner at the White House 
and the other time in a business meeting in 
his office to discuss the ov er-aU antitrust 
policy of the Justice Department with re­ 
g ard to cong lomerates. 
“The pending ITT litig ation was not 
discussed at this meeting ,” MitcheU 
emphasized. 
He said he had met with Rohaty n four 
times during 1971. 
But “none of these (meeting s) had 
any thing to do with ITT and the 
dej)artment’s Utig ation ag ainst ITT was 
nev er mentioned or discussed.” 
The former attorney g eneral said his 
participation in the meeting s was as a 
member of an ad hoc g ov ernment com­ 
mittee formed in 1970 to deal with the 
financial problems that brokerag e houses 
were hav ing at that time.

For Muskie, Florida could further cloud 
a front-runner imag e that suffered when

Humphrey and Jackson hope for strong 
showing s to spur their driv es to ov ertake 
him. 
Sen. Georg e McGov ern of South Dakota, 
the surprising ly strong runnerup to Muskie 
in New Hampshire, and May or John V.

Advance Drunk Driving Bill 


JEFFERSON CITY, 
Mo. (AP) — A bill to make it easier 
to crack down on drunken driv ers won first round approv al 
in the Missouri Senate today without a whisper of 
opposition. 
It was adv anced to position for passag e on a unanimous 
v oice v ote. 
Under present law a driv er with .15 of 1 per cent of alcohol 
in his blood is considered intox icated. The bill adv anced to­ 
day would lower the sUndard to .10 of 1 per cent of alcohol. 
Sen. James A. Noland, R-Osag e Beach, noted alcohol has 
been blamed for many traffic deaths and many states hav e 
a(toted the .10 of 1 per cent standard recommended by 
sefety ex perts. 
There was no debate—a sharp contrast with the situation 
when the .15 of 1 per cent law was passed. That took day s of 
arg ument. 
The Senate also started debate on a “mini” no-fault di­ 
v orce bill sponsored by Sen. William B. Waters. DLiberty . 
but had to lay it ov er when a leg al q uestion arose. 
The bill would add two g rounds for div orce— in­ 
compatibility leading to a breakdown of a marriag e and 
irrecondHble differences causing an irremedial breakdown 
in the opinion of the court. 
Waters noted it would make it necessary for parties to a di­ 
v orce to present phony ev idence to obtain a div orce and 
would do away with the concept of a “g uilty party ” in a 
div orce proccedii« . 
A broad income tax “reform” bill and a $104)00 a y ear pay 
increase for Missouri's major judg es won first round endorse­ 
ment Monday . 
The ref(Nm bill is intended to make adjusted g ross income 
on state income tax returns conform with the federal amount 
and raise indiv idual ex emptions from $500 to $1,500 this y ear 
and $24)00 nex t y ear. 
As amended by the Senate, tax es paid on Social Security . 
Railroad Retirement and self employ ment would continue to 


be state deductions. Benefit pay ments under these pension 
plans already are nontax able. 
The amendment would bar leg islators from representing 
clients for a fee in tax cases before the state Rev enue 
Department. 
The judg es’ pay increase bill, also mov ed into position for 
later passag e, would make the salary of Supreme Court 
judg es $36.000. appellate judg es $35,000 and circuit judg es 
$S34X)0. The pay of probate judg es and mag istrates would 
v ary according to the size of the county . 
An amendment to cut the pay increase in half, or more, 
was defeated 8-24. There are 20 lawy ers in the Senate.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
farm-to-dinner-plate trail drive 
for today's steer is an increas­ 
ingly expensive trip in which 
less than half of the critter 
winds up on consumer tables at 
triple its original cost per 
pound. 
Cattlemen are getting more 
money for beef and so are mid­ 
dlemen who slaughter, trans­ 
port, slice, wrap and ring up 
steaks, roasts and hamburger 
on supermarket cash registers. 
The result is higher beef 
prices for consumers, a record 
average of $1.1U4 per pound on 
a composite, all-cut basis in 
January, says the Agriculture 
Department. On the hoof, beef 
cattle hit an aU-time ^ h of 
$32.60 per hundredweight in 
February. 
The future for retail beef 
prices? 
Hazy, according to govern­ 
ment economists following last 
week's report by the Labor De­ 
partment that the February 
wholesale-price index was up 
0.9 per cent, the most in a 
year. Food products, mainly 
meat, led the pace. 
Herbert Stein, chairman of 
the Council of Economic Ad­ 
visers. said livestock prices 
recently have eased but in­ 
dicated the retail price momen­ 
tum will continue at least for a 
time. 
“We do not expect further 


sharp increases in meat prices 
at wholesale, although retail 
meat prices are likely to con­ 
tinue rising a Uttle longer.” 
Stein said. 
Meat accounts for nearly a 
third of the average family’s 
food dollar, and beef is by far 
the favorite, according to gov­ 
ernment analysts. 
Who gets the consumer beef 
dollar? 
Allen Baker, a marketii^ 
specialist for the department’s 
Economic Research Service, 
provided a breakdown of beef 
costs using figures for the 
fourth quarter of 1971. which in­ 
cluded part but not all of the 
recent uptrend in cattle and 
beef prices. 
A 1,000-lb. choice-grade live 
steer is sold by a farmer or 
feedlot operator for $327.79. or 
about 33 cents per pound, not 
including transportation or any 
marketing charges involved. 
The packing company, which 
bought the animal, slaughters 
the steer and converts it into 
so-called carcass weight. By 
this time the steer has been di­ 
vested of hide, internal organs 
and other byproducts which are 
not classified as red meat. 
At this point, the packing 
company has a beef carcass 
weighing only 620 pounds. TIm 
carcass is sold on the wholesale 
market for $340.10, or about 55 
cents per pound for the net re­ 
maining weight. 
Meantime, the meat packer 


has sold the byproducts, in­ 
cluding the hide, tongue, tripe 
and liver, weighing a total of 
193 pounds, for $20.65. That 
amount is deducted by econo­ 
mists from the $327.79 paid the 
farmer to arrive at an adjusted 
“farm value" for the red meat 
of $307.14. 
The carcass sold 
by the 
wholesaler for $340.10 to a su­ 
permarket chain, a large hotel 
or perhaps a small independent 
grocery store now must be 
transported, cut up. packaged 
and, in the case of hamburger, 
ground up for consumers. 
During this process, the retai­ 
ler trims the 620-pound carcass 
of excess bone, iai and other 
waste material. That leaves 463 
pounds of beef cuts from the 
original carcass. 
But, on the average, there is 
a 5-per-cent reduction in the re­ 
tail cuts from spoilage and 
theft. That leaves 439 pounds of 
beef available for retail sale to 
consumers. 
The prices of the cuts vary 
widely, from about 69 cents a 
pound for hamburger nationally 
last December, according to 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics, 


to more than $2 a pound for the 
more prized steaks. 
All told, the original 1,000-lb. 
steer 
was 
reduced 
to 
439 
pounds of meat selling for 
$468.40 total or about $1.07 per 
pound. 
According to the breakdown, 
and allowing for the $20.65 re­ 
ceived by the meat packer for 
byproducts, there was a mark­ 
up of $161.26 from the time the 
steer left the feedlot until it 
ended up in shopping carts.

WASHINGTON — American narcotics 
ag ents hav e imp licated the foreig n minister 
of Panama and the brother of Panamanian 
dictator Omar Torrijos in a scheme to 
smu g g le hu ndreds of p ou nds of heroin into 
the United States. 
The foreig n minister is handsome Ju an 
Tack, who looks like a Latin American 
mov ie idol bu t talks as tou g h as a Mafia 
ov erlord, p articu larly on the su bject of 
narcotics. 
In fact, a few weeks ag o, when we 
disclosed that American officials were 
worried abou t the Panamanian dru g 
traffic. Tack v ehemently rejected the 
rep ort as inju riou s, offensiv e and false. 
“ Panam anian 
au thorities 
are 
dedicated,” he said, to wip ing ou t “hard 
dru g s.” Tack was firmly backed by dictator 
Torrijos. 
whose 
brother 
Moisés 
is 
Panamanian ambassador to Sp ain. 
Now. howev er, federal ag ents hav e 
confided to the chairman of the Hou se 
Panama Canal su bcommittee. Rep . John 
Mu rp hy , D-N.Y., that they believ e Tack 
and Moisés Torrijc» are at least sanctioning 
and p erhap s assisting in the lu crativ e 
heroin traffic between Panama and the 
U.& 
Mu rp hy is p assing on the information to 
the Hou se Merchant Marine committee in 
a formal, bu t hitherto secret rep ort. It tells 
how Mu rp hy m< t p riv ately in Panama with 
two ag ents from the Bu reau of Narcotics 
and Dang erou s Dru g s (BNDD).

We hav e now learned that the “hig h 
ranking Panamanian officials” mentioned 
by Mu rp hy are none other than foreig n 
minister Tack and Moisés Torrijos. 


It was Tack, Mu rp hy has been toW, who 
sig ned a du biou s dip lomatic p assp ort for 
Rafael Richard Jr., son of the Panamanian 
Ambassador to Taiwan. 
You ng Richard was arrested last Ju ly at 
New York’s Kennedy Airp ort as he tried to 
u se the dip lomatic credentials to av oid 
insp ection of his lu g g ag e. It contained 175 
p ou nds (A nearly p u re heroin. 
Later, Cu stoms ag ents seized Gu illermo 
Gonzalez, who was a long -time friend and 
ex -body g u ard for Moisés Torrijos, and a 
third Panamanian. Since then. Mu rp hy has 
been in contact with both Cu stoms and 
BNDD to find ou t who is at the top of the 
smu g g ling ring . 
The federal ag ents told the Cong ressman 
their 
inv estig ations 
showed 
it 
was 
“imp ossible” for the dictator’s brother to 
be u naware of the d<^)e-ru nning . 
After all. they said, the three arrested 
men had already mov ed into the United 
States almost 1,000 p ou nds of heroin which 
had a street v alu e of more than $100 
million. 
Mu rp hy now p lans secret hearing s to find 
ou t what the administration knows abou t 
dfficial Panamanian inv olv ement in dru g s. 
When my associate Les Whitten asked at 
the Panamanian Embassy whether Tack or 
Moisés Torrijos were doing any trafficking , 
a su rp rised sp okesman sp lu ttered. “No! 
Definitely not!” 
Footnote: On Febru ary 27 . we told of 
Rep . Lester Wolff’s rep ort to the Hou se 
Foreig n Affairs committee that Thai 
officials were op erating 11 dru g -ru nning 
trawlers. Wolff u rg ed a Hou se resolu tion 
recommending an aid cu toff u nless the 
traffic ended. The New York Democrat has 
now been joined by 80 co-sp onsors, and 


hearing s are p lanned by the Hou se Asian 
Affairs su bcommittee. 


Almost two y ears ag o. President Nix on 
p romised “a new era” for the American 
Indian — one in which “the Indian fu tu re is 
determined by Indian actions and by 
Indian decisions.” 


The Og lala Stou x of sou thwestern Sou th 
Dakota took him at his word. They 
p romp tly fou nd that the 37 th President of 
the United States sp eaks with as forked a 
tong u e as any cav alry man who ev er 
stormed across the p lains. 


Last December, u nder Presidential 
orders to redu ce the federal p ay roll, the 
Bu reau of Indian Affairs beg an cu tting 
back on teachers and other school 
p ersonnel.

Reserv ation 
resp onded by condu cting a “critical needs 
stu dy ” which showed that the cu tback 
wou ld v irtu ally destroy their alrea^ 
inadequ ate edu cational p rog ram. 


To p rotest the Presidential order, the 
p rincip als of the reserv ation schools u rg ed 
p arents and stu dents to write their 
Senators and Cong ressmen. 
Within weeks, an Interior Dep artment 
inv estig ator. Robert R. Usher, showed u p 
on the reserv ation and beg an g rilling 
teachers, administrators and p arents. 
The inv estig ator did not seem interested, 
howev er, in how the cu tback wou ld affect 
reserv ation schools, bu t in who had 
instig ated 
the 
p rotest. 
Ev en 
school 
children were hau led ou t. one by one. and 
interrog ated. 
Interior official James Hall ex p lained to 
u s lamely that “sev eral” of the Indians’ 
letters had been mailed in p ostag e-p aid 
g ov ernment env elop es. This, he said, was 
the reason for the p robe. 
Bu t Sen. He^Jackson.D-Wash.,whois 
cu rrently holding hearing s on a new Indian 
edu cation bill, has written to Interior 
Secretary Rog ers Morton demanding a fu ll 
rep ort of the affair.

Del., who 
is the otttfoiag p resi­ 
dent of the Associated 
General Contractors of 
America. The AGC met 
here last week in iU 
Bird annu al conv ention. 
The BjiXXl deleg ates went 
with a renewed determinalion to 
restore some sense to their deep ly trou bled 
iadu stry and they took with them the story 
if the Easp irt State. 
The world’s g taalait riqfscrM>ar broke 


g rou nd on Jan 
22. 1930. At p eak 
emp loy ment. 3,400 men were working to 
erect 80,000 tons of steel, to lay 10 million 
bricks, to install 70 miles of water p ip ing , 
and to connect 3.800 miles of telep hone 
cable. The 102 stories went u p at an 
av erag e of fou r-and-a-half stories p er week. 
On May 1.1931. ju st one y ear and 98 day s 
later. President Hoov er dedicated the 
bu ilding and tenants mov ed in. 


The same stru ctu re today , say s Healy . 
wou ld requ ire three to three-and-a-half 
y ears to comp lete. 


Granted, the Emp ire State Bu ilding 
lacked 
air-conditioning , 
which 
a 
contemp orary bu ilding wou ld demand, bu t 
the man-hou rs requ ired to install air 
condiUoiiing hav e been more than offset by 
the new tools and new techniqu es of the 
p ast 40 y ean The g rim tru th, in Healy ’s 
v iew, is that p rodu ctiv ity in the bu ilding 
indu stry today is less than half what it was 
then. And why ? “The work ethic has been 
loat.” 


It has been lost, he believ es, throu g h the 
p ower of av ariciou s trade u nions, and 
throu g h the weakness of contractors 
willing to bu y labor p eace at any p rice. The 
p rocess has g rossly inflated bu ilding costs, 
and it has sadly diminished the dig nity of 
working men. 


Members of the AGC are eag er to hav e 
their trou bles known. Day in and day ou t. 
their ex p erience confirms the p ictu re 
p ainted in a hard-hitting rep ort last month 
by Eng ineering Views-Record. In 1928. a 
Chicag o mason laid 800 blocks a day ; todiay 
two masons are requ ired for the same 
work, and they lay 100 blocks a day . In the 
day s when concrete w u finished by hand, a 
contractor fig u red on ZjOOO squ are feet of 
finished concrete p er man p er day ; today , 
with all kinds of p ower tools, the rate is 800 
squ are feet. 


The mag azine cited the sorry ex amp le of 
a p ower p lant job that requ ired sev eral 
small g asoline-p owered g enerators. The 
u nion su ccessfu lly demanded that each 


g enerator be watched by an op erating 
eng ineer, an electrician, and a p ip efitter. 
The op eratiM ei^ineer g ot $300 to $400 a 
week “for starting once or twice a day a g as 
eng ine smaller than those on many home 
lawn mowers.” Each electrician receiv ed 
the same kind of money “for p u shing the 
wire p lu g s into the sockets of the machines 
whenev er 
they 
were 
mov ed.” 
The 
contractor said he nev er did discov er what 
the p ip efitter did. 
Su ch ex amp les are leg ion. A billion- 
doUar p roject in Albany has su ffered 
rep eated delay s becau se of a disp u te 
between 
teamsters 
and 
op erating 
eng ineers; Who is to hold the nosle of a 
fu el tru ck? On hig h-rise jobs, dei 
elev ators, one u nion member has to 
when men are lifted, another 
member g oes for a ride when equ ip ment is 
lifted. If a worker c ^ in g a toolbox has to 
be hoisted, both u nion rep resentativ es g o 
along . On a motel constru ction job in 
Philadelp hia, electricians and carp enters 
qu arreled ov er the installation of a chain-

hu ng ceiling lamp . In the end. each u nion 
g ot a p iece of tte action: 1110 carp enter 
screwed two hooks in the ceiling and 
drap ed the chain; the electrician p u t the 
p lu g in a wall socket.

Many labor leaders p riv ately ag ree that 
this nonsense has to stop . Union memben 
themselv es 
are 
su ffering , 
as 
many 
contractors tu rn to the op en shop . Jobs are 
v anishing as p re-cast concrete and p re­ 
assembled u nits of steel and alu minu m 
rep lace old stru ctu ral techniqu es. The 
contractors who met h m in Hou ston g av e 
Healy an ov ation when he insisted that 
with the u nions’ help , “or withou t it.” 
p rodu ctiv ity and morale mu st be restored. 
If the bu ilders will match their conv ention 
zeal with hometown determinatioo. the old 
concep t of a fair day ’s work for a fair day ’s 
p ay may y et be rev iv ed. It’s what the 
u nions hav e been asking all along -

They finally hav e realized something that 
men hav e known all along — the p ower in 
this cou ntry lies with the American 
secretary . And while v ery few wiv es are 
willing to g o to the barricades, there are 
millions of secretaries who are ready to

I am one of the few 
male chau v inist bosses 
who 
takes 
Women’s 
Lib’s attemp t to org an­ 
ize secretaries seriou sly . 
I know that my sweet- 
smiling , Ju noesqu e sec­ 
retary , Marg i, who sits 
in my ou ter 
office, 
wou ld really like to be 
a colonel in a heav y 
artillery women’s brig ade leading an at­ 
tack on the National Association of 
Manu factu rers. 


Bu t I wisely hav e p rev ented her from 
finding any ex cu se to feel op p ressed or 
ex p loited. This is how I keep Marg i hap p y . 
In the morning I alway s g et to the office 
at 9 o’clock sharp to op en the mail so it will 
be ready for her when she comes in arou nd 
9:30. 
I natu rally wait for her to finish her 
coffee and talk to the other secretaries on 
the floor before asking her if she wou ld be 
interested in taking any dictation or 
answering any calls. 
By 11 o’clock she’s in her hap p iest mood, 
and we u su ally g et ou r best work done. 
Occasionally , when she has to leav e the 
office, I take her calls for her. If I feel it’s 
imp ortant. I’ll write down the name of the 
p erson who called and his telep hone 
nu mber. 
Bu t 
some 
are 
crank 
calls 
from 
dep artment stores asking abou t bills that I 
don’t want to bother her with, so 1 ju st 
listen to the p erson’s story and try to g et 
him off the p hone as qu ickly as p ossible. 
When Marg i comes back, I ask her which 
p erson she wants me to call first for her. 
The 
most 
imp ortant 
thing 
I’v e 
discov ered as a boss is not to bu rden my 
secretary u dth too many details. I mig ht 
tell her abou t my ap p ointments, ju st in 
case she wants to remind me later abou t 
them. (This, of cou rse, is strictly v olu ntary , 
and she has no oblig ation to do it if she is 
bu sy reading Women's Wear Daily .) And I 
try not to bother her with IBM or Xerox 
salesmen who constantly are coming into 
ou r office to sell their wares. 1 believ e 
Marg i’s time is to v alu able to talk to these 
p eq>le. While I hav e been accu sed of being 
bru squ e with strang ers who come into the 
office selling p ostag e meter machines and 
insu rance, I wou ld rather hav e them think 
badly of me than of Marg i. 
One 
of 
the 
main criticisms that 
secretaries v oice abou t their work is that 
there is no chance for adv ancement. This is 
not the case in my office. I keep 
•encou rag ing Marg i to become a hu mor 
colu mnist. I hav e told her any time she 
wants to take ov er the colu mn it’s hers. 
This has made her feel that there is some 
fu tu re here, and while she hasn’t done any 
hu mor colu mns y et, she is secu re in the 
knowledg e that if she wanted to, she cou ld 
g o as far as any man in the bu siness. 
Many secretaries comp lain that bosses 
are more interested in their looks than they 
are in their work. The rev erse is also tru e, 
and my secretaries p refer to work for a 
man who is g ood-looking rather than 
efficient. 
We don’t hav e this p roblem in ou r office 
becau se althou g h I am g ood-looking , I’m 
seriou s abou t my work, and Marg i 
considers me more than ju st a sex object. 
It is for these reasons Marg i has rejected 
all ap p roaches from the Wcmien’s Lib 
mov ement. While she is sy mp athetic with 
their g oals, she knows that Women's Lib 
cou ldn’t g iv e her any more than she has 
now. It’s no wonder that most militant* 
women resent somebody like me. By 
treating my secretary as I do I’v e p u lled 
their raison d’etre rig ht from u nder their 
feet.

Harte, publisher of the San

newspaper group died Monday . 
Funeral services will be held

Church Wednesday afternoon, 
with burial in Fairmount Ceme­ 
tery . 
Harte came to Tex as 52 y ears 
ago from Missouri and guided a 
business organization that grew 
from one afternoon daily news­ 
paper of 2,300 circulation into 
Harte-Hanks Newspaper, Inc., 
with 19 papers in six states 
with a total circulation of 
more than 600.000. 
Bom Jan. 12. 1893, at Knob 
Noster. Mo.. Harte was gradu­ 
ated from the University of 
Missouri school of journalism 
in 1915. 
Hart attended school in Knob 
Noster before going to the 
University of Missouri. His 
newspaper career began with 
the purchase of 
Knob 
Noster Gem in 1914 when he 
was still a university student. 
The following January he 
bought the Central Missouri 
Republican,

Two alternatives are open to 
the state if it opposes the court 
ruling, said Atty .

Some of the most delicious 
crepes I have sampled are pro- 
du^ in the kitchen of a 
friendly New York bistro run 
by an amiable Breton couple, 
Albert and Lisette Deniel. 
The Deniels operate La Gril- 
lade. a cozy little spot on New 
York’s West Side. It is a 
simple, unpretentious place, but 
it has a fine cuisine that is tru­ 
ly French. 
The filling s for Crepes A1 La 
Albert Deniel run the spectrum 
from shellfish to sug ared fruit 
with whipped cream. Here is 
his recipe for the pancake with 
a mushroom filling . 


CREPES 
1 */4 cups flour 
3 eg g s 
1 cup milk 
V4 cup water 
teaspoon salt 
3 tablespoons melted butter 
3 tablespoons softened butter 
1 tablespoon veg etable oil 
Combine every thing ex cept 
softened butter and oil in a 
blender and mix at hig h speed 
for two minutes. Refrig erate 
two hours. Take 6 -inch skillet, 
heat well and brush with butter 
and oil. Pour about two table­ 
spoons batter for each crepe. 
Tip pan to distribute evenly . 
Cwk q uickly on each side. 
Slide out of pan. Brush with 
butter, chill batch till needed. 


MUSHROOM FILLING 
Chop ^4 pounds mushrooms 
very fine. Melt 4 tablespoons 
butter in a skillet. Add 4 table­ 
spoons chopped shallots. Saute. 
Add mushrooms. Cook 15 min­ 
utes until liq uid is evaporated. 
Transfer to a bowl. Add 1 tea­ 
spoon chopped parsley and 1 
teaspoon chopped chives. Salt 
and pepper. Fill crepes with 
mix ture.

Static Electricity

DEAR POLLY — I am answering Sally ’s problem 
reg arding a Dacron poly ester dress that cling s. I have found 
the following thing s work satisfactorily for this: Wear a 
cotton slip under the dress, line a lig htweig ht Dacron with 
cotton batiste to add body and prevent the cling , use a fabric 
softener in tte final rinse when washing and do not overdry , 
and try to keep the air moist. 
My ex perience has been that keeping the air moist does the 
most g ood. Dacron cling s because of static electricity build­ 
up as it rubs itself on a ny lon sUp and there is less of that in 
moist air. We have a humidifier on our furnace but, in 
addition, I keep a pan of water on low heat on the stove all 
day and nig ht during the winter. As a result we have no more 
shock from rug s, no cling ing clothes, no fly -away hair after 
washing and fewer colds.
